E WAS born just. 160 years ago— 
on August 18,. 1774,

were to be formed later, 

And when he died atthe age of thirty-tive 
there had been crowded into his brief ‘career 
inore- of. adventure and high 
splendid achievenient than in the lives of thou- 
- sands of his contemporaries Who attained twice 
that age. 

Meriwether Lewis was his 1 name and it is so- 

«invariably bracketed with that of William Clark . 

that. most Americans would not readily rcecog- 
nize elther name standing alone. : But, taken to- 
gether, the. words “Lewis and Clark” fave’ in- 
staptaneous meaning for them. For they stand 
-for what one novelist. has happily called “The 
Magnificent Adventure’—an exploring expedition 
into the vast Louisiana Purchase, a wilderness 
journey of more than’ 8.000. miles, most of it 
over trails never before trod by white men. 

But there'was more to the association of Meri- 
wether Lewis and William Clark than the link- 


“dng of their names” in referring tovctheir~epie ~~ 


trail-blazing achievement, They were the Damon 
and Pythias of American history. Theirs was a 
friendship that began in boyhood and continued 
to the day of Meriwether Lewis’ death; they 
were comrades In arms in the Indian wars and: 
after thelr return from their western wayfaring 
“they were associated in civil posts of high re- 
‘sponsibility—Lewis.as governor. of Louisiana Ter- 
ritory and Clark as Indian agent, both. with 
headquarters at St. Louis. And even after the 
brief career of the new governor ended with his 
uatimely death, the friendship of these two men 
had its Hving symbol in the person of the Indian 


agent's first-born, fo whom he had given the - 


name of Meriwether Lewis Clark. 
Lewis and Clark. have’ been much 
. abgut—but always together. Now for the first 
time one of them is singled out for a “full-length 
biography,” in the -book, “Meriwether Lewis of 
Lewis and Clark,” written by Charles Morrow 
Wilson and published recently by the Thomas Y, 
Crowell company of New York. [nm it he Is de- 
‘picted as a man of charming personality but a 
tragic figure withal—a. lonely, silent, brooding 
man, frustrated tn the one great love affair of 
hig life, torn with doubts .as to whether or. not 
he was a fallure and finally in a black moment 
of despair. ending that life which hag so 'mueh 
of promise'in it. . 

Lewis was born near Charlottesville in Albe- 
marle county, Virginia, the scion. of one of the 
most distinguished families of the-state.

“Scrap of Paper” 

The expression “scrap of paper” ts 
said to bave been employed as early 
as 1878, when on January 17 the Rus- 
sian minister used It in a letter to the 
Rumanian foreign sinister with ref- 
erence to the passage of.
